AN  UNSAFE  COURSE. 

(T.  J.  Moore). 

I see  in  last  week’s  Record  that  Bro. 
R.  A.  Cooper  commends  to  Baptist  cou 
iidence  and  lavor  one  Elder  Stegall, 
who,  he  says,  is  a good  preacher  and 
who,  he  further  says,  is  working  on 
both  sides  ot  the  fence  which  divules  in 
their  methods  of  missions  the  regular 
Buptists  from  the  “Gospel  Mission”  or 
“Landmark”  Baptists. 

Knowing  as  1 do  Bro.  Cooper  to  be 
one  of  our  sound  and  loyal  Baptists  and 
being  fully  uware  thut  he  knows  luat  1 
am  one  of  his  very  warmest  friends,  i 
venture  to  say  that  churches  that  wish 
to  avoid  u period  pf  faction  and  dissen- 
tion  would  do  well  not  to  heed  the  com- 
mendation. Not  thut  a word  said  by 
Bro.  Cooper  of  this  biother  is  doubted, 
lie  being  of  a pacific  spirit  (a  thing  very 
unusual  umong  those  employed  by  that 
connection,  wno  travel  this  wuy)  and 
withal  u sound  gospel  preacher  on  other 
lines,  1 think  Bro.  Cooper’s  first  wurk 
for  the  brother  should  be  along  the  line 
of  Aquila  and  Priscilla  in  the  care  of 
Apolios  and  then  recommend  him. 
Churches  that  are  informed  und  are  ac- 
tive in  mission  work  are  never  disturbed 
by  this  new-fangled  straight-jacket  mis- 
sion method  hobby,  but  many  walk 
churches  are.  In  this  part  of  our  Stujtc 
the  main  stock  in  trude  of  those  Baptiai 
leaders  with  whom  Eld.  Stegall  is  con- 
nected is  adverse  and  bitter  criticisms 
and  denunciations;  und  my  prophecy  lis 
that  neither  he  nor  any  one  else  will 
stay  long  with  them  and  retain  a pacific 
course. 

This  brother  being  a sweet  spirited 
mun  and  avoiding  ever  publicly  assert- 
ing his  views  upon  this  point  of  differ- 
ence will  the  better  make  of  him  a mofo 
useful  tool  for  the  shrewder  and  mofc 
designing  lenders  of  this  anti-boaxjd 
movement  as  their  stalking-horse  bjy 
which  they  gain  an  approach  to  unsus- 
pecting brethren,  arouse  through  mis- 
representation prejudice,  gain  a follow- 
ing and  do  much  hurm.  The  entering 
wedge  apparently  harms  the  log  but  lit- 
tle but  it  makes  way  for  the  larger  one 
and  so  the  log  is  torn  apart.  From  per- 
sonal knowledge  I can  inform  Urq. 
Cooper  that  when  a foothold  is  gained 
in  a community  then  come  the  real  leadj- 
ers  and  on  no  occasion  do  they  fail  to 
denounce  all  Baptists  who  sanction  ouf 
present  mode!  of  mission  work  as  being 
“Unbaptistic  and  unscriptural,”  anq 
charge  us  with  having  abandonee 
church  independency  in  toto  and  with 
really  having  already  adopted  episcopal 
church  government  and  that  we  arq 
stealthily  marshaling  the  churches  uni 
der  a complete  system  of  bossism. 

While  I hope  and  now  believe  that  i; 
will  not  come,  simply  because  the  movei 
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ment  is  and  will  remain  too  weak  to  ever 
bear  the  dose,  1 know  that  among  their 
main  leaders  there  is  a desire  to  make 
mission  methods  a matter  of  fellowship 
among  Baptists  in  proof  of  which  1 give 
you  a bit  ol  history. 

in  a series  of  sermons  preached  in  n 
church  ot  thut  persuasion  in  my  hearing 
by  decidedly  the  strongest  leader  Uiey 
have  among  them  the  speaker  in  almost 
every  discourse  claimed  Ural  Lapuals 
who  hold  to  convention  und  bourd  meth- 
ods ot  doing  mission  work  u.ie  as  truly 
heretic  us  outer  aenominaUous  are  ou 
tne  points  ol  dilieieuce  between  them 
und  us.  lie  repeatedly  claimed  that  the 
scriptures  were  us  clear  ou  their  leach 
ing  oi  a detailed  me  mod  ol  doing  mis- 
sion work — that  is  as  to  how  mission 
work  shall  be  done — as  their  teachings 
are  us  to  how  we  are  to  be  baptised,  to 
observe  me  Lord  s bupper  or  any  other 
ol  the  cardinal  tenets  ol  our  LupUst 
creed  or  pruclice.  At  me  close  ol  that 
senes  ol  discourses  the  lollowing  ques- 
tion was  asked  and  answered  in  writing 
und  1 have  it  belore  me  now. 

(Question:  ‘If  method  of  missions  is 
pluinly  taught  in  the  New  'iestament, 
like  baptism,  the  Lord’s  Nupper,  salva- 
tion by  grace,  etc.,  ought  not  Baptist 
churches  to  liuve  un  article  of  faith  on 
‘ method  of  missions  ’ us  they  do  on  these 
ordinances!” 

Answer:  “Yes.  Since  boards  and 
conventions  have  come  in  among  us  it 
has  raised  a new  issue  and  Baptists 
ought  to  declare  themselves  on  it.” 

Orally  the  speaker  went  on  to  say  fur- 
ther that  some  churches  in  Arkansas 
had  adopted  a new  article  of  faith  on 
this  new  issue  and  that  the  church  he 
wus  then  preaching  to  with  all  other 
‘ Landmark”  churches  would  be  asked 
to  do  so. 

Now,  while  this,  their  main  leader’s, 
influence  has  not  been  sufficient  yet,  or 
perhaps  he  thinks  the  time  not  yet  pro- 
pitious to  induce  the  churches  of  that 
trend  to  crystulize  their  hobby  into  creed 
form,  which  all  know  will  make  it  a new 
and  se|>urute  denomination,  they  are 
incessantly  cramming  the  substance  of 
it  into  all  those  who  come  under  their 
influence,  so  making  it  un  unwritten 
( rticle  of  their  faith. 

I am  sure  that  if  my  esteemed  friend, 
Bio.  Cooper,  could  see  the  sad  havoc 
wrought  in  a few  churches  near  here 
as  a result  of  what  seemed  at  lirst  to 
be  harmless  agents,  he  would  be  eXcjeed 
ingly  slow  to  advise  the  reception  of 
even  a good  man  into  an  undisturbed 
church  who  is  harnessed  up  in  a move- 
ment that  has  wrought  so  much  dis- 
turbance. 

I am  inclined  to  think  that  Bra.  Ste- 
gall being  well  balanced  on  other  things 
needs  to  use  much  with  and  confide  in 


Bro.  Coojer  until  he  gain  that  “more 
I*erfect  initruction”  which  Bro.  Cooper 
is  so  well  able  to  give  him  and  then  as 
he  starts  out  he  and  the  rest  of  us  could 
feel  sure  tlrnt  his  good  could  not  become 
an  entenrte  wedge  for  harm  later  on.

And  while  we  rejoice  in  the  conver- 
sion and  baptism  of  so  many,  yet  on  Sat- 
urday nig  it  one  of  our  preachers  died 
at  Sai  Nun.  Bro.  l*aw  Tsai  lx>w  had 
l>ecn  sick  f »r  some  time. 

It  seems  that  wo  cannot  keep  up  with 
the  opport  initios  in  our  work,  for  there 
are  at  lensl  eight  stations  where  we  need 
preachers  badly.  As  the  work  grows 
the  needs  leom  to  become  still  greater. 
While  our  I Seminary  has  about  50  study- 
ing for  the  ministry,  yet  double  this 
number  wo  ild  not  meet  the  needs  of  our 
ever  widening  field  and  opportunity. 

The  need  of  more  Foreign  inisionaries 
is  very  greiit.  Four  preachers,  one  phy- 
sician for  Canton,  and  four  single  ladies 
are  needed  (for  our  mission  . 

The  work  has  never  been  so  encour- 
aging and  the  openings  for  new  works 
are  more  tlmn  we  can  hope  to  enter. 
Truly  “the!  harvest  is  great  and  the  la 
borers  nre  fi-w.”  We  should  all  pray  for 
more  laborers  »

DEFINITION  OF  RELIGIOUS  TERMS 
AND  STATEMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN

The  altove  little  booklet  bv  Dr.  H.  F. 
Sproles  is  one  of  unusual  merit.  The 
definitions  of  the  current  theological 
terms  and  a brief  exjtositioa  o|  their 
contents  make  it  one  of  the  most  con 
venient  sources  of  reference  to  the  busj' 
]iastor  and  preacher  that  has  come  un 
der  my  observation.  There  is  an  import 
ant  place  for  it  in  the  work  of  revival 
meetings,  where  the  preacher  is  often 
sadly  lncking  in  clearness  of  presenta- 
tion because  lie  never  succeeds  in  get 
ting  before  his  audience  a clean,  clear 
cut  definition  of  wliat  he  rs  discussing 
and  judging  from  much  of  such  preach 
■ing  which  I have  henrd  and  some  of 
which  I may  have  done,  the  meaning  of 
certain  theological  temiR  were  not  very 
clear  to  the  preacher  himself.  I/d  the 
brethren  who  are  to  engage  in  protract 
ed  meeting  preaching  this  summer  pro- 
vide themselves  with  a copy  of  this, 
work. 

Once  more,  there  are  some  very  val 
liable  expositions  of  certain  passages  of 
Scripture  which  are  thought  to  be  dif 
ficult,  and  are  important,  which  no 
brother  can  avoid  the  necessity  of  ex- 
plaining and  even  preaching  upon,  be 
cause  of  the  pressure  which  will  come 
to  him  from  unexpected  qtinrtera  during 
his  speeinl  efforts.  A protracted  meet- 
ing gives  an  intellectual  impetus  and 
interest  to  the  mind  of  the  people  nnd 
this  rising  tide  of  interest  gnthers  about 
in  a large  measure  the  curious  nnd  dif- 
ficult passages  which  the  “brother  in 
charge”  mar,  or  may  not,  be  able  to 
explain  on  the  spot  “without  let  or 
hindrance.”

Why  could  mwthe  tares  have  been  up- 
rooted when  tlsfv  were  small! 
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Let  me  point  to  a hypothetical  case: 
A father  dies.  He|  is  the  mainstay  01  the 
family  and  his  daily  labor  supports  a 
wife  and  several  small  children.  The 
widow,  hitherto  dependent  upon  a lov- 
ing husband  for  Everything  in  the  way 
of  a support  for  hjerself  and  children,  is 
overwhelmed  with  grief.  The  pastor, 
good  man  that  he  is,  comes  at  once  to 
her  aid,  and  straightway  thinks  of  the 
Orphanage.  He  Writes  to  the  superin 
tendent,  gets  the  papers,  and  in  due 
time  the  children  and  mother  are  sepa- 
rated and  she  becomes  a childless  wid- 
ow. She  is  a good  woman,  loves  her 
children  and  docs  not  feel  the  loss  of 
them  until  they  nre  safely  under  the 
roof  of  the  Orphans’  Home.  Thus  an- 
other sorrow  is  ndded  to  the  loss  of  her 
husband. 

How  much  wiser  would  it  have  been 
for  the  community  in  which  she  lived 
to  have  indirectlv  aided  this  mother  fo»- 
a short  time  and  allow  her  to  gain  confi- 
dence in  herself  and  even  be  comforted 
by  the  stmggle  to  maintain  her  father- 
less ones,  who  so  much  need  a mother’s 
care.  No  one  can-  fathom  the  depths  of 
a mother’s  love!  To  listen  to  the  pitiful 
wail  that  comes  in  letters  to  her  chil- 
dren, which  the  matron  must  read  to 
them,  would  melt  even  a stony  heart. 
Don’t  separate  a God-fearing  mother 
from  her  children  unless  she  be  a horn- 
less invalid  and  has  neither  father,  nor 
brother,  nor  sisteif.  nor  friends  to  come 
to  her  aid  in  this  time  of  tronble.  Many 
women  have  been  transformed  from 
weak-  helpless  creatures,  vet  loving  and 
confidtne  wives,  into  strong,  selfi-confi- 
dent  and  self-dependent  mothers.  Then 
go  to  work,  cease  (o  repine,  and  in  this 
labor  of  love,  bring  comfort  to  them- 
selves and  instill  lessons  of  hope  and 
trust  into  the  minds  of  her  fatherless 
little  ones.  Above  all,  do  not  separate 
children  from  a mother  tfho  has  even  a 
meagre  mean.s  of  support  and  is  willing 
and  qualified  to  care  for  them  even  if 
you  consider  the  training  under  orphan- 
age management  much  superior  to  such 
a mother ’8  care  and  devotion. 

Let  me  quote  a few  lines  from  a moth- 
er’s letter:  “It  was  not  for  lack  of 
clothing  or  food  that  my  children  were 
separated  from  me.  It  was  for  them 
to  be  schooled.  I believe  it  will  mn  me 
distracted.  My  brother-in-taw  persuad- 
ed me.  I have  a good  home  and 

acres  of  land,  and  I know  that  I can 
take  my  children  and  make  a living  for 
them.  I will  never  be  persuaded  to  part 
with  them  any  more.  I am  a woman  of 
whom  everybody  speaks  well  and  I have 
lots  of  friends  ” 

If  this- statement  is  true,  this  is  a case 
of  misapplied  charity  and  should  be  at 
once  corrected.  I am  also  of  the  opin- 
ion that  where  a mother,  through  pov- 
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eidy  and  sickness  has  confided  her  oh.il- 
d*en  to  the  Orphanage,  when  restored 
tp  health  and  becomes  able  to'  maintain 
them,  she  should  be  requested  to  take 
them  away — (hat  others  may  come  and 
ts  ke  their  places. 

What  I have  written  is  in  no  spirit 
of  criticism,  but  is  an  appeal  to  the  liest 
ftiends  of  the  institution  not  to  over 
look  the  main  object  for  which  it  was 
fqnnded — “a  home  for  destitute torphan 
children.”
